Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  snbmittinj^  to  von  iny  Report  tor  the  year  1938.  It  is  made  in 
accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  area  of  the  Ebbw  Vale  Urban  District  is  6,817  acres,  with  an  estimated 
population  of  29,750. 

The  population  {.riven  by  the  Refristrar-General  for  1938  for  calculalin^r  Birth  and 
Death  Rate  is  29,750. 

These  returns  of  Births  and  Deaths  as  submitted  will  be  used  for  calculatinjr  pur- 
poses. 'The  hjiures  do  not  tiuite  correspond  with  those  of  the  weekly  returns  of  the  Local 
Rejristrar. 
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Births. 

There  were  during  1938,  522  births  registered,  of  which  301  were  males  and  221 
females  ; 6 males  and  5 females  being  illegitimate.  The  returns  as  submitted  by  the 
Registrar-General  were  326  males  and  255  females  ; 8 males  and  9 females  being  illegitimate 
making  a total  of  581,  or  59  more  than  the  local  returns. 

The  general  birth  rate  per  1,000  inhabitants  is  19'53  as  against  17'45  for  1937  and 
15T  for  England  and  Wales.  In  1938,  the  male  birth  rate  was  10*96,  the  female  being  8‘57 
per  thousand,  while  in  1937  these  birth  rates  were  9*04  and  8*41  respectively.

There  were  380  Notilications  of  the  Statutory  Notiliable  Disea'-'es,  as  aj^ainst  476  in 
1937,  showing*  a decrease  of  96. 


Zymotic  Mortality. 

Out  of  the  377  deaths  from  all  Causes,  there  were  six  from  the  “ Seven  Principal 
Zymotic  Diseases.” 

Small-pox,  0 ; Scarlet  Fever,  0 ; Diphtheria  and  Membraneous  Croup,  3 ; Enteric 
Fever,  0 ; Measles,  1 ; Whooping  Couj^h,  0 ; and  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  2. 

These  six  deaths  correspond  to  an  annual  Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  0'202  per  thousand 
of  population  as  compared  with  0'301  for  1937.

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Report  of  Diphtheria  Immunization  at  Ebhw  Vale,  1938. 

At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Ebbw  Vale  Urban  District 
Council,  the  work  of  immunization  ajtainst  Diplitheri:i  commenced  in  193.1  was  taken  up  aftain 
in  March  of  this  year. 

The  object  of  this  second  visit  was  to  offer  facilities  lor  immunization  to  (1)  younj* 
children  who  were  not  born  at  the  time  ot  the  commencement  of  the  campaij^n,  and  (2)  to 
those  older  children  who  had  not  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  in  1933. 

The  response  was  generally  very  good  and  in  a number  of  schools  70 — 80%  of  the 
children  have  now  been  rendered  immune  to  diphtheria.  In  other  schools  the  percentage  of 
children  who  availed  themselves  of  the  treatment  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  In  no  case  did 
the  treatment  result  in  any  untoward  re-action. 

The  teaching  staffs  of  all  schools  in  this  area  did  all  in  their  power  to  promote  the 
smooth  running  of  this  very  necessary  Public  Health  measure. 

The  Prophylactics  used  in  this  connection  were  T.A.F.  and  Diphtheria  To.xoid, 
Alum  Precipitated.

There  were  32  deaths  amonjtst  infants  under  1 year,  and  the  jteneral  total  from  all 
Causes  was  377,  so  that  8'49  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  of  the  population  occurred  in  children 
under  1 year. 
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Accoidiiiff  to  the  Return  - of  ihe  Rej'istrar-General,  there  were  58 1 births  dnrintf  the 
year  ; 564  lej^itimate,  out  ot  whicli  30  died,  and  17  illeuitiniate  with  2 deaths. 

The  number  of  births  notilied  by  the  local  I^ej^islrar  was  522,  out  of  which  11  were 
illegitimate.  Of  this  number  31  deaths  occurred. 

There  were  60  more  births  in  1938  than  in  1937. 

The  Infant  Mortality  of  a district  is  estimated  by  a special  form  of  death  rate  called 
the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate.  This  rate  is  the  proportion  of  the  number  of  deaths  of  children 
under  one  year  of  a^e  to  the  number  of  births  during  the  same  period. 

Congenial  Debility  and  Malformation  (including  Premature  Births)  were  responsible 
for  seven  deaths.  If  this  cause  of  Infant  Death  could  be  m.iterially  dealt  w’ith,  it  w’ould  lead 
to  a great  reduction  of  Infantile  Mortality,  especially  during  the  tirst  month  of  Infant  life. 

Out  of  the  seven  deaths  recorded  above,  si.x  occurred  within  the  lirst  week.

'I'he  Ante-Natal  Work  (which  is  held  fortnightly)  is  a great  boon,  as  expectant 
mothers  are  very  keen  in  attending  because  of  its  proved  value. 
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PUBLIC  PARK. 

'I'he  prosperit\  ul  tite  town  is  now  estal'lislied,  and  as  all  the  avail. ible  open  spaces 
are  beinj^  .ttradnally  utilised  tor  laiildinj^  purposes,  I would  suf^^est  that  the  open  sp.ice, 
popularly  known  as  the  Cemetery  Triangle,  should  be  considered  as  a site  suitable  tor  a 
Public  Park,  betore  this,  too,  is  developed  into  another  housinti  estate.  With  this  in  view,  I 
embody  my  recommend.itions  made  on  a previous  occasion  re  this  amenit\'. 

The  town  and  district  are  very  badly  equipped  iii  this  respect,  and  fall  far  behind 
many  others  whose  resources  and  facilities  are  less  than  those  of  Ebbvv  Vale  and  District.  .A. 
}»ood  site  suitably  laid  out  aud  ofterinn  reasonable  facilities  for  open  air  rest  or  recreation  tor 
the  public,  is  I think,  a loiiu  felt  want  in  the  district. 

The  position  of  the  Trianj^le  is  ideal  for  such  an  undert.akinf'  because  of  its  elevation 
above  the  town,  its  pure  atmosphere,  its  accessibility  to  Ebbw  Vale  and  Beaufort,  and  because 
it  is  one  of  the  most  popular  walks  durin<»  the  Sprint,  Summer  and  Autumn  Seasons. 

It  run  on  proyer  lines,  while  beinj^  free  to  the  public,  it  minht  be  made  in  the  course 
of  time,  self  supportinj^,  by  the  adoption  of  the  usual  arrangements  made  for  Peoples  P.irk 
and  l^iblic  Recreation  ^rounds.  'I'he  scheme,  would,  in  my  opinion  be  a lasting  benelit  to  the 
town,  and  would  be  popularly  availed  of  by  the  local  population. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

There  are  two  Motor  Ambulances  m the  town.  The  one  belcnus  to  the  Local 
Industries  Manajtement,  and  is  used  amouy;  the  employees  for  the  removal  of  accidents  atnl 
other  cases  when  necessary.  'I'he  other  is  the  Town  Ambulance  beloii},ting  to  the  Council. 
It  is  used  to  tianspoit  infectious  cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  lor  .all  town  accidents. 
If  reciuisitioncd  for  by  any  piivate  individual  tor  the  convewance  ot  medical  or  sur.t;ical  cases 
to  any  Instituticn  wiihin  a ladius  ol  dO  miles,  it  is  hired  at  the  rate  of  9d.  per  mile. 
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Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Nursinji  facilities  are  available  tlti'oaali  the  branches  of  the  Monmouthshire  Xiirsina 
Association.  Individuals  have  }.;enerallv  to  m d<e  their  own  arranueinents  with  the  Home,  but 
ill  necessitous  cases  tree  Xursiuy  is  sometimes  obtained. 

Hospitals. 

There  are  two  Hospitals  in  the  district  for  the  treatment  of  Medical  and  Suriaical 
cases,  one  known  as  the  Ebbw  Vale  General  Hospital,  and  the  other  as  the  ICbbw  Vale  and 
District  Voluntary  Hospital. 

Midwives. 

Under  the  new  Act  which  came  into  force  in  1936,  the  Urban  area  is  divided  into 
districts  and  a certain  number  of  midwives  appointed.  These  are  under  the  control  ot  the 
County  Council.  A special  lady  Inspector  visits  the  midwives  at  rej^ular  intervals,  ;ind 
especially  when  occasion  demands. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. 

'File  water  is  copious  and  constant.  'I’his  i'-'  taken  from  two  Reservoirs  situated  on 
tl  c Llanj^ynidr  Mountain,  and  convej’ed  to  tlie  town  by  cast  iron  f^ravitatinj^  mains.  'I'lie 
water  is  of  a soft  character,  and  is  tlierefore  liable  to  pinmbo  solvent  actions  in  contact  with 
lead,  but  the  use  of  lead  pipes  to  carry  the  water  supply  has  been  almost  entirely  superceded 
by  {galvanized  iron,  which  obviates  the  risk  of  contamination  from  this  cause.  The  condition 
of  the  water  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  chlorination  had  to  be  resorted  to.  Since, 
the  water  has  been  satisfactory. 

Streams  and  Rivers. 

A ne{ili{fible  amount  of  river  pollution  is  takinj^  place,  due  to  the  fact  that  all  the 
house  drains  are  not  connected  to  tlie  Council’s  sewers,  but  to  culverts  and  surface  water 
drains  which  dischar{fes  into  the  River  Ebbw.  This  pollution  is  bein{»  rapidly  reduced  as 
existinjf  houses  are  beinjt  connected  to  the  sewers. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  district  is  bein.i;  drained  and  sewered  on  the  partially  separate  system  : the 
surface  water  dram  discharjtes  into  the  River  Ebbw  The  sewera^te  system  is  connected  with 
and  dischai{tes  into  the  Western  Valley  Main  Trunk  Sewer,  from  which  it  is  conveyed  into 
the  Bristol  Channel. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

'I'he  system  mainly  is  water  carria{fe,  and  whenever  possible  the  conservancy  method 
is  converted  into  water  closets. 

'I'he  condition  of  public  urinals  still  calls  for  attention.  'I'he  t»lazed  earthenware 
ti.xtures  are  to  be  preferred  to  the  cast  iron  type,  and  where  possilile,  I should  advise  the 
existiii{t  iron  structures  to  be  replaced  by  them.  In  all  cases  the  sanitary  condition,  lhou{^h 
much  improved,  should  be  lc>oked  after  more  frequently  and  kept  clean,  fresh  and  disinfected. 
'I'he  Public  Convenience  tor  both  sexes  has  proved  ;i  boon  to  the  town,  I would  su^jj^est 
that  if  possible,  similar  structures  be  ercvled  in  (jther  parts  of  the  district.  (Cwm  and 
Beaufort). 
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Since  the  demolition  o(  tlie  urinal  by  the  White  House  Cinema,  there  is  no  public 
Convenience  between  the  one  on  Armoury  Hill  and  the  County  Hotel,  and  as  this  reciuirement 
is  essential,  I seriously  sujr^est  that  one  be  installed,  preferably  at  the  Monument,  which  is  the 
general  termini  of  practically  all  the  transport  services. 


Scavenging. 

Scavenging  on  the  whole  is  satisfactory.  Improvement  is  noticed  generally  since 
the  introduction  of  lorries. 

Tipping  sites  as  mentioned  in  previous  Reports  are  objectionable,  and  the  nece.ssity 
of  installing  an  Incinerator  in  the  near  future  will  have  to  be  considered,  as  the  present  one 
particularly  in  use  for  Ebbw  Vale  and  Beaufort  at  Waun-y-pound  will  soon  be  out  of  function. 
The  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  sites  for  building  purposes  further  enhances  this  necessity. 
The  other  three  sites  in  use  are  likely  to  function  for  some  years. 

The  tipping  sites,  where  possible,  are  subject  to  the  Bradford  method  and  the 
essentials  if  correctly  carried  out  would  render  these  tips  more  sightly  than  an  eye  sore  as  at 
present.  The  Hying  of  paper  as  occurs  when  there  is  an  high  wind  should  be  better  con- 
trolled whilst  in  use,  as  it  is  objectionable,  in  view  of  it  being  on  the  main  ro.rd. 


Shops  and  Offices. 

The  shops  in  this  district  are  of  a high  standard,  and  owners  and  occupiers  are 
willing  and  ready  to  comply  to  any  request  for  the  promotion  of  hygiene  or  improvement  of 
sanitary  conditions  therein.  Systematic  inspections  are  carried  out. 


Mortuary. 

This  is  in  a satisfactory  condition, 

Lodging"Hou8es. 

These  have  been  inspected  periodically,  and  suggestions  made  and  carried  out  when 
found  necessary. 


Roads 


The  fjeneral  condition  of  load  surfaces  has  been  improved,  particularly  on  the  main 
roads.  Still  further  improvement  is,  I understand,  contemplated  by  the  Local  Authority. 
While  this  is  satisfactory  as  far  as  the  main  roads  are  concerned,  I must  a<^ain  repeat  the 
recommendations  that  the  side  streets  and  by-ways  be  improved.  Some  of  these,  particularly 
durin[4  the  Winter,  are  in  a shocking  state. 

Schools. 

The  Schools,  generally,  are  kept  in  a sanitary  condition.  The  Assistant  Surveyor  has 
been  given  the  supervision  of  all  schools.  These  are  systematically  examined  by  him,  and  any 
defect  noticed  is  immediately  attended  to  either  by  the  cleaner  or  the  Surveyor’s  Department. 

The  water  supply,  both  to  the  lavatories  and  W.C’s  is  adequate  and  copious. 
Disinfection  with  Izal  is  carried  out  periodically,  but  during  epidemics,  particular  attention  is 
paid  to  infected  areas. 


Population. 

The  Census  population  for  the  1911  was  30,541.  Pre-war  population  of  the  Ebbw 
Vale  Urban  District  estimated  w'as  33,000,  an  increase  of  2,459.  The  1921  Census  figure  gave 
the  population  as  35,383,  while  in  1931,  the  Census  population  was  31,695. 

The  total  increase  between  1901  to  1911  was  10,000,  i e.,  at  the  rate  of  1,000  per 
annum  ; the  increase  between  1911  and  1921  was  4,800,  i.e.,  at  the  rate  of  480  per  annum, 
while  the  figures  between  1921  and  1931  Census  shows  a decrease  of  368  per  annum. 

The  population  for  the  five  years  1921  — 1935  was  a drop  of  three-and-a-half 
thousand.  This  was  due  to  migration  resulting  from  a post-war  industrial  slump.  Estimated 
population  for  1938  was  29,750. 

.Anticipated  increase  or  decrease  of  working  class  population  due  to  industrial 
changes — at  the  present  time  suggests  a trend  to  increase,  owing  to  the  prospects  in  industrial 
activity. 
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INDUSTRIES.

HOUSING. 


The  “ Housing  Question  ” cannot  be  regarded  as  settled,  as  housing  conditions  in  the 
area  are  not  vet  entirely  satisfactory. 

There  are  still  a number  of  houses  in  occupation  which  have  been  condemned  as 
unlit  for  habitation,  and  a further  number  of  a very  poor  standard,  the  occupants  of  which 
will  have  to  be  provided  with  suitable  permanent  accommodation.  This  is  hoped  to  be 
remedied  by  the  Housing  Act  of  1936,  which  is  in  operation  at  the  present  time. 

.A  large  number  of  houses  of  tlie  bad  tvpe  listed  for  demolition  in  the  Five  Year  Plan 
have  been  dealt  with.  Requirements  are  being  carried  out  as  expeditiously  as  possible.  The 
Fifth  Year  Housing  Plan  is  nearing  completion. 

Since  the  overcrowding  Survey  has  been  taken,  it  is  discovered  that  the  allowance 
made  for  houses  in  the  Five  Year  Plan  is  lar  below  our  reciuirements  and  in  coiisepuence  a 
new  programme  has  been  formulated  and  will  be  presented  shortly.  This  comprises  the 
inclusion  of  old  type  of  houses  which  do  not  comply  with  the  Local  Bye-laws.  The  number 
of  houses  so  effected  will  be  about  300. 
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There  are  5S3  house-;  overcrou-cled,  which  includes  sub  tenants  reciuirinj^  accom- 
modation and  this  toftether  with  our  return  to  prosperity  and  the  possibility  ot  a number  of 
people  who  have  mij^ratcd  returning,  will  make  the  position  more  acute. 

I am  pleased  to  lind  that  since  my  remark  of  the  sterotyped  houses  in  1935  F^eport, 
that  the  Council  have  launched  out  in  the  buildintt  of  suitable  acco  nmodation,  takintt  into 
consideration  the  houses  of  larger  families,  and  this  I have  no  doubt  will  delinitely  sliow  an 
improvement  in  the  overcrowdiiift.

Cowsheds. 

These  premises  are  visited  rej^ularly  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  insists  on  them 
beinfi  kept  in  a cleanly  condition.  Occasionally  the  condition  of  the  cows  and  surroudninf^s 
leave  much  to  be  desired  and  attention  has  to  be  drawn  to  the  necessity  of  immediately 
remedying  same.  Also  some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  insisting  that  dairies  are  to  be  solely 
used  for  the  retention  of  milk  and  utensils. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  prevent  milk  contamination  in  milk  shops  by  seeing  that  all 
milk  vessels  are  kept  covered.  The  compulsory  registration  of  premises  where  ice-cream  is 
made  is  long  overdue. 

Milk  Supplies. 

Only  a small  proportion  of  the  supply  is  produced  locally,  as  the  greater  bulk  comes 
from  the  English  Counties  and  arrives  in  a clean  and  fresh  condition.  A large  number  of 
samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  for  the  detection  of  Tubercle  Bacilli. 
The  samples  were  examined  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Newport,  by  Dr.  G.  Rocyn  Jones 
(County  Pathologist),  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  samples  were  found  to  contain 
Tcbercle  Bacilli. 


Milk  and  Dairies  Order. 

Every  effort  was  made  in  the  year  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order  were  being  observed,  and  it  can  be  said  that  a high  standard  of  cleaniness  was 
displayed  by  those  engaged  in  the  production  and  distribution  of  this  so  easily  contaminated 
articles  of  food.

All  premises  where  food  is  stored,  prepared,  deposited  or  exposed  for  sale  have  had 
strict  supervision.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  is  a general  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
butchers  to  supply  clean  and  wholesome  meat,  and  anything  of  a deleterious  nature  have  been 
readily  surrendered  by  the  traders  and  promptly  disposed  of,

Glasses  were  prescribed  for  135  children,  and  other  treatment  ordered  in  a lar^e 
number  of  cases.  In  some  instances,  it  was  possible  for  children  wearin^j  glasses  to  dispense 
with  them.  Much  of  the  treatment,  as  usual,  was  carried  out  at  the  Clinic  and  in  a completely 
satisfactory  manner.  The  luimber  of  free  spectacles  supplied  during  the  \ear  was  68.  This 
number  includes  supplies  for  breakages,  etc.,  and  in  yiew  of  this,  does  not  correspond  with 
Table  IV.,  Group  II.,  colum  2. 

Orthopaedic  Surgeon’s  Report. 

During  the  past  year,  visits  have  been  made  to  hold  Orthopedic  Clinics  and  the 
usual  good  proportion  of  attendances  by  children  and  parents  has  continued.  'Preatment  has 
again  been  given  in  Ebbw  Vale  by  Mr.  Harrison  for  massage,  electrical  treatment  and 
remedial  exercises  with  success.  An  increasing  amount  of  treatment  has  been  given  by  Nurse 
Hudson  at  the  Clinic,  and  this  has  been  a very  valuable  factor  in  securing  proper  supervision 
of  the  exercises  which  a number  of  the  children  have  to  do,  which  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to 


}^et  them  to  do  ref^uliirly  at  home.  'Phis  “ toliowinj.;  up”  lielp^  the  parents  to  realise  that  it  is 
only  by  persistence  and  unreinittin<f  care  cn  their  part,  as  well  as  on  the  part  of  the  trained 
stall,  that  the  desired  result  will  be  obtained.  Apart  Irom  this  and  new  cases,  an  important 
part  of  the  work  of  the  monthly  clinics  is  the  reftular  inspection  of  the  old  cases  and  their 
instruments,  to  prevent  relapse  and  the  spoiling  of  work  already  done. 

Children  have  been  admitted  to  The  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff,  or  its 
Country  Branch  at  Cowbridf^e,  for  treatment  with  satisfactory  results.

There  were  9 cases  of  various  nature  treated  at  the  above  Hospital.  Three  received 
indoor  treatment,  and  on  discharge  were  supplied  with  the  necessary  appliances.  Six  were 
seen  as  outdoor  patients.  Six  children  were  supplied  with  appliances,  alterations  to  shoes, 
etc.,  without  attending  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital. 

Dentist’s  Report. 

The  type  of  work  executed  at  the  Clinic  continues  similar  to  that  of  previous  years, 
the  same  reluctance  is  experienced  to  have  teeth  Idled. 

Many  Regulation  Plates  have  been  inserted  to  correct  unslightly  teeth  and  parents 
are  very  pleased  indeed  with  the  improvement  in  the  appearance  and  readily  co-operate  with 
the  dentist  for  this  end,  but  ignore  to  a great  extent  invitations  to  send  children  to  have  the 
back  teeth  restored  to  useftdness,  placing  appearance  far  in  front  of  service. 

The  work  of  the  School  Clinic  emphasizes  the  great  need  for  research  in  the  cause 
and  prevention  of  Dental  caries.  The  deidal  treatment  possible  consists  merely  of  repairing, 
generally  very  ineflicieiitly,  the  damage  caused  by  tooth  decay  frequently  commencing  well 
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before  school  ;i}'e.  It  would  appeur  it  the  spccilic  cause  for  dental  caries  were  discovered 
that  a mode  of  prevention  mif^ht  be  made  available  which  would  effect  enormous  savinj^s  of 
health  and  money  to  the  community. 

The  condition  of  the  “ Entrants”  teeth  appears  to  be  j^ettinj^  worse,  and  clearly  no 
hope  of  attainin'’  sound  and  healthy  teeth  can  be  held  out  to  children  whose  months  are 
abonndinjr  in  carious  teeth  and  stumps  at  such  early  aftes. 

The  removal  of  Septic  teeth  for  these  yonnn  children  certainly  makes  their  months 
clean  and  healthy,  but  usually  this  premature  loss  of  temporary  teeth  has  most  decided  and 
detrimental  effect  on  the  permanent  dentition  and  almost  invariably  leads  to  overcrowdinj^, 
and  in  early  twenties  pyorrhoea  and  the  loss  of  the  teeth. 

It  is  a melancholy  fact  that  all  denial  tre.ilmenl  is  tryiiij^  to  rep.iir  damage  r.ilher  than 
prevent  it  occurring,  v\hile  in  other  branches  of  Surgery  and  Medicine  j’reat  advances 
have  been  made  in  prevention  of  diseases,  the  position  as  regards  dental  caries  seems  to  be 
getting  steadily  worse. 

Until  some  mode  of  preventing  dental  decay  be  discovered,  the  dentist  must  continue 
to  relieve  pain  and  repair  the  poor  dental  conditions  as  at  present.

Swimming  Instruction 


As  an  experiment  open-air  swiminiiiff  was  lirst  introduced  in  1933,  for  a period 
extendinfJ  from  June  5th  to  July  27th. 


Having  proved  satisfactory,  the  Education  Committee  have  now  embraced  the 
sclieme  as  an  Annual  Summer  Programme,  particularly  as  the  bacteriological  purity  of  the 
water  is  assured  as  proved  by  analysis  since  the  installation  of  a new  filtration  plant  two 
years  ago. 

While  functioning,  the  water  is  turned  over  and  chlorinated  8 hourly,  and  completely 
changed  monthly.  There  is  co-operation  between  the  Bath’s  Management  and  the  Sanitary 
Department.

B.  Delicate  Children. 

This  Section  should  be  confined  to  children  (except  those  included  in  other  groups) 
whose  general  health  renders  it  desirable  that  they  should  be  specially  selected  for  admission 
to  an  Open  Air  School.

C.  Crippled  Children. 


This  Section  should  be  couHned  to  children  (other  than  those  diajinosed  as  tuber- 
culous and  in  need  of  treatment  for  that  disease)  who  are  suffering  from  a degree  of  crippling 
sufficiently  severe  to  interfere  materially  with  a child’s  normal  mode  of  life,  e.i.,  children  who
